The Election for Senators. 


The 34 sectiow’ of the 3d article of the 
new Constitution of Georgia, reads thus: 

« A mojority of each House shall constitute 
a quorum to transact business, but a emaliler 
number may adjourn from day to day and 
compel the presence of the absent members 
as each House may provide.” 

The House eonsists of 175 memberé, and 
hence 88 are necessary to transact business. 
It has time and again been decided in past 
sessions of the Assembly, and is reeognized 
parliamentary Jaw that unless a majority of 
the whole House voted, a question was not 
settled. 

Under this Constitutional test, the elec- 
tion for Senators is simply invalid. [n no 
case was an aggregate of 88 votes cast. 

The entire yote in Biodgett’s case was 56; 
in Farrow’s, 80; in Whitely’a, 83. None 
reaching to 88, the requisite number to 
make the election good. 

While Blodgett received 12 illegal, or 
“ next highest” votes, Farrow and Wbite- 
ly the same, reducing the aggregate stil) 
more.
